RAILROAD TICKET COMMISSIONS.

That portion of the annual report of
the interstate commerce commission
which relates to the payment by the
railronds of commissions on passenger
and freight traflle, discloses some inter-
esting facts, Most of the rownds pay
commissions, some on both kinds of
traffic and some only on  passenger
traffie. This custom involves to the
roads that practice it a heavy annual
outlay. Forty-nine roads reported the
payment of commissions agpregating
over a million dollars, and the commis-
sion suy there can be no doubt but that

the payments made on this ac-
count in past years by the vari-
ous roads in the United States

have amounted to many millions of dol-
lars annually, and that payments of
several hundred thousands of dollars
by single roads hinve not been wt all un-
usunl,

The commission regard this outlay ns
of doubtful valua to the roads
make it; but apart from this there are
evils connected with the practice which
need to be vemedied.  The direct effect,
says the report of the commission, is the
pauyvment of lnrge sums ol money from
corporate earnings for which the stoclk-
holders and the publig receive no ade-
quute return, “Considerad in its totality

the money so  paid out is the
money ol rvailroud  stockholders, but
it is collected . from the

publie, and the collection is just so
much in the aggregate more than the
public can properly be called upon to
pay for railroand serviece. The rates
which the public pay are made to pro-
vide for this drain on the public treas-
ury.” Itis the publie that pays for the
maintenance of o costly force of agents
“angaged in oo veekless strife for com-
petitive business,” The svstem, in the
opinion of the commission, is dangorous
1o the publice, both in its direct and in-
direct effects, and in some respeots is
doubtloss a violation of the act Lo regus-
lnta commerce, as, for example, when,
as is alleged, commissions are paid to
shippers to secure business,

The intor-state commission muakes no
recommendution to congress regnrding
this system, but in noting the ovils and
ieregularitics vesulting from it the com-
mission plainly indicites a convietion
that it is o proper subjoct of congress
sional attention with o view to legisla-
tive, Perhaps in bringing the muttor
to the knowledge of railroad stoekhold-
ers, from whom the practice has hither-
to been concealed, thoy may be led to
sonsidor the expediency of abandoning
or modifying the custom  But after all
it is the public that pays the commis-
sions, and therefore it is the duty of
congress o determine whother or not
the system is subject to untional au-
thority, The iInter-state commission
obvioualy buliove thut it is.

While governor of New York
Mr. Clevelund sharply erviticized the
conduet of this board, and there has
heen an urgent demand sinee for its re-
organization, Until there isn change
in the character of the board orin the
extent of its nuthority, which is now
vory noarly unlimited, the law keeping
ot improper  peesons  will doubtless
continue to be evaded or disregarded,
furnishing & ground for maintaining
anngitation of the immigeation gues-
tion. "The required change and reform
must be effocted by the state of New
York.

We are not apprehensive that con-
is likely to be mislod hy the
clamor for un-American legislation in
this matter. The more the subject is
investigated and diseussed the plainer
it must appenr that this countey shonld
not erect barviers toexelude the honest,
industrious and theifty people of olher
Innds, From no point of view would
such o poticy be wise or profitable. The
lnws wo hinve on this subject may re
main, and provision should b made for
theiv i partial enforcement, but there
is nothing in the situation demanding
such extreme legislation as congress has
been urgoed to enuct.

It would be well if the coming legis-
Inture would afford some relief and pro-
tection to those unfortunate peonle who
full o prey to chattel mortgage shacks
in the state.  The present usury laws
ara totally inadeguate to protect that
class of people who ara mercilossly
plucked by these valtares, Tho loaus
made are usually of small amounts atan
interest of five to seven pereenta month
with additional charges for drawing up
the “papers.” The people who borrow
money ol excessive rates of interest are
poor, often ignorant and two helpless
to go into court to protect their rights.
F'or that reason the usury laws should
be amended, making it o misdemeanor,
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or
both, for chattel mortguge sharks to
exact outrageous terms and rates of in-
terest,

Tue lack of adequate laws on bank-
ing and freedom the slrict super-
vision of state authority have given dis-
honest men a wide fleld for operation.
But even conservative buslness men
have been tempted toexeeed their loans
overand above the limit of safe banking,
This is especially true of the smaller
country banks where state examinution
is less frequent and thorough than io
the eities. Wildeat banking must,
therefore, be wiped out of the state, 1ts
existence paralyzes trade, cnuses disas-
ter Lo the people and brings discredit to
the state.
